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Since  its  inception  in  1949,  KPFA  has  had  a  steady  volume  of  inquiry  relating  to 
recommended  FM  equipment,  repair  services,  reception  problems,  taped  program  copies 
and  commentary  scripts.  In  October,  1955,  Subscriber's  Supply  Service  was  organized  in 
order  to  provide  a  systematic  and  self-supporting  basis  for  handling  such  inquiries.  The 
policy  of  the  Supply  Service  is  not  discount  or  cut-rate,  but  rather  one  that  is  in  accord 
with  the  competitive  market,  except  when  KPFA  is  the  only  source  of  supply  (as  in 
the  case  of  original  tape  recordings.)  Wherever  appropriate,  a  subscription  to  KPFA  or 
an  extension  of  an  existing  subscription  is  part  of  the  service  offered. 

One  of  the  principal  activities  of  the  service  is  that  of  maintaining  a  number  of  FM 
receivers  in  the  hands  of  Area  Consultants  and  other  subscribers  for  use  in  demonstrating 
KPFA  programming  to  prospective  subscribers.  In  this  connection  a  recent  random 
survey  established  that  individuals  who  became  subscribers  through  the  demonstration 
program  renewed  their  subscriptions  in  a  slightly  higher  percentage  than  other  subscrib- 
ers. It  also  established  that  when  equipment  is  secured  through  the  Supply  Service  there 
is  a  greater  probability  that  the  new  FM  owner  will  become  and  remain  a  subscriber. 

A  new  development  in  the  demonstration  program  is  the  provision  that  the  new 
subscriber  may  space  his  payments  of  the  $40.00  over  four  months  for  the  combined 
Granco-i/2-year  subscription.  Thus,  for  the  first  time  an  individual  without  FM  may 
become  a  subscriber  and  listener  for  an  initial  payment  of  only  $10.00.  On  the  other 
hand,  for  the  customer  not  entirely  concerned  with  economy,  Subscriber's  Supply  Service 
can  furnish  almost  any  kind  of  hi-fi  setup  available  on  the  market  ...  at  a  competitive 
price,  with  a  KPFA  subscription  included. 

Regarding  taped  programs,  it  is  now  possible  to  secure  copies  (at  any  speed  desired) 
of  many  of  the  tape  recorded  programs  broadcast  by  KPFA.  Exceptions  are  BBC  and 
music  programs.  A  number  of  the  literary  programs  produced  by  Charles  Levy  and 
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Published  bi-weekly  by  Radio  Station  KPFA,  2207  Shattuck  Avenue,  Berkeley  4,  Calif.

Subscription  rate:  $10  per  year;  $5.50  for  six  months. 
Special  student  rate:  $5  for  nine  months;  $2.50  for  41/2  months.

KPFA's  present  subscribership  numbers  4192,  an  increase  of  some  47  subscriptions  over 
the  last  two-week  period.  This  fact,  combined  with  the  absence  of  day-time  concert  listings  in 
this  Folio,  should  clearly  indicate  that  KPFA  will  not  commence  its  weekday  concert  as  of  now. 
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We  did  not  make  our  goal  of  550  new  subscriptions  and  therefore  do  not  feel  it  wise  to  embark 
upon  an  expanded  program  at  present.  We  will  continue  to  campaign  for  new  subscriptions, 
and  as  soon  as  we  arrive  at  a  number  sufficient  to  support  the  extra  thirty  hours  per  week, 
we  will  be  ready  with  the  necessary  machinery  and  preparations  to  go  on  the  air. 

In  response  to  many  requests  we  are  including  with  each  concert  listing  the  approximate 
timing  of  individual  compositions.  Since  record  companies  are  notably  reticent  in  supplying 
this  information,  and  since  our  Music  Director  already  claims  he  is  overworked,  these  timings 
are  the  result  more  of  enlightened  guesswork  than  of  research.  Listeners  with  record  collections 
of  their  own  are  urged  to  make  any  exact-timing  information  they  may  have  available  to  us. 
Any  volunteers  who  might  be  willing  to  spend  a  few  happy  hours  on  the  premises  timing  the 
KPFA  record  library  are  invited  to  write  or  call  Alan  Rich.
